Ing, many seeking first aid and 
•belter while slashing: rain con- 
tinued to drive across the city. 
Hours after the storm struck, 
dozens of the homeless continued 
to wander panic stricken through 
the razed areas, looking for mem- 
bers of their families from whom 
they had become separated and 
resisting police efforts to get every- 
one under shelter. 
Darkness hung over the city 
hours after the storm struck, and 
a trip through the littered streets 
found many standing on their tilt- 
ed, porches, holding "holy candles" 
in their hands and uttering prayers 
of thanksgiving for their escape 
with .their live*. 
The -wind, described by the New 
Orleansweather bureau as "a thun- 
der squall of great intensity," ap- 
parently developed over the Mis- 
sissippi river, flew high across the 
city and dipped first on St. Claude 
avenue, levilllng a second-hand car 
garage and , crushing 20 automo- 
biles. Blackness filled the area ax

progress, 
problems 
and 
prospects of the agricultural ad- 
justment administration in the first 
nine months of its existence are 
told in a 393-page book Issued to- 
day. 


Created May 12, 1933, the admin- 
istration sums up its activities up 
to February 15, 1934. The asser- 
tion is made that "a partial mea- 
sure of economic relief has been 
brought to American agriculture" 
and the farm income from crops,! 
(excluding livestock) is estimated to 
have been increased from $2.113,- 
000,000 in 1932 to $3,271,000,000 in 
1933, 


"The full result of a number of 
Important projects 
launched 
in 


1933 hae not yet been felt,." a fore- 
word adds. 


The administration summarizes 
its accomplishments and some of 
its projects as follows: 
Cotton—The 1933 farm value of 
the crop, plus rental payments 
and profits from options, was $857,- 
248,000, compared with $425,488,000 
in 1932. Unless the yield per acre 
in 1934 is much larger than normal 
the world supply of American cot- 
ton, which was 26,000,000 bales in 
1931-32, will be reduced to 20,000,- 
000 bales, only 2,000,000 bale in ex- 
cess of a "balanced statistical posi- 
tion." Should yields this year be 
excessive it may be necessary to 
curtail production again in 1935. 


Wheat—The 1933 income of the 
nation's wheat growers is estimat- 
ed at $376,000,000 compared with 
$196,000,000 in 1932. The American 
carryover of 389,000,000 bushels last 
July is expected to be reduced to 
300,000,000 or less next July, al- 
though the unknown 
extent of 
spring planting and of increased 
planting by non-signers make a 
forecast of 1934 production impos- 
sible now.

He hailed this ate a basis for a 
more comprehensive, adequate' and 
equitable system of relations than 
ever has existed in a large indus- 
try. 


Under the agreement the NRA 
planned to complete before night- 
fall a three-man board, with one 
neutral member and one from 
either side. It will sit in Detroit 
and there settle all questions of 
employe representation, including 
discharges and claims of discrimi- 
nation.

DELINQUENT TAX PENAL- 
TIES WILL BE INCREASED 


ON APRIL FIRST 


Only one week remains for Na- 
varro county car owners to secure 
their 1934 registration plates without 
penalty, Tax Collector R< L. Harris 
said Monday, and all registrations 
after midnight, April l. will have 
a 20 per cent penalty added. 


Registrations for 1934 are run- 


ning approximately 1,000 above the 
1933 figures, the tax collector re- 
ported, a total of 5941 vehicles 
having been registered so far this 
year, compared with 4960 for the 
1933 period. He also stated that 
his office would not be open next 
Sunday and that all registrations 
would have to be made before Sat- 
urday night. 


He also called attention of tax 
payers to the fact that on Apri 
1 the penalties on taxes delinquent 
for years prior to 1933 would be 
increased from 4 to 6 per cent 
and on 1933 delinquencies woulc 
be Increased from 10 to 11 per 
cent. Mr. Harris pointed out that 
these advances were fixed bv law 
and were mandatory. He announc- 
ed that after July 1, the penalties 
on all delinquent taxes would be- 
come 10 per cent plus 6 per cent 
interest for the period of delin- 
quency.

Snow which In some localities 
was record-breaking; brought the 
greatest relief of the year to the 
wheat belt of the middle and wes-

The 42-year record of the U. 8. 
Weather bureau here was brok- 
en with 21 inches of snow in the 
last 24 hours. 
The precipitation 
was 2.06 inches.

The heaviest snow fall was from 
the vicinity of Amarillo to Clo- 
vis, N. M., where 23 inches was 
recorded.

AUSTIN, March 26.—<£")—Super- 
vision of East Texas oil refineries 
by the Texas railroad commission 
was under way today, that regula- 
tory body having won the initial 
court test on validity of tfie act 
conferring that power to them. 


Constitutionality of the recently 
enacted statute was upheld by Dis- 
trict Judge J. D. Moore after a 
hearing on the application of Geo. 
L. Culver of Gladewater owner of 
two refineries In Upshur county, 
for an Injunction to enjoin en- 
forcement of the act. 


Attorneys for Culver, however, 


planned to keep the litigation alive. 
They obtained permission to amend 
their original petition and plan- 
ned to seek a. trial of the case 
later. 
• 


Enforcement of the new act 
against all refineries in the state 
likely will be discussed at a state- 
wide oil hearing of the commis- 
sion here Wednesday. When the 
net became effective March 9, the 
commission readopted a previous 
order which required reports only 
from East Texas refineries. 
An order of the commission was 
not necessary, they contended, as 
a prerequisite to enforcement of 
other provisions of the law which 
save commission agents authority 
to inspect records and properties 
of refineries.

Vandeveer said he had helped 
ulian financially since the latter's 
arrival in Shanghai a ypar ago in 
default of $25;000 bail in Oklaho- 
ma where he was charged with 
raud in connection with his fi- 
nancial operations.

It was 
cold and I asked him to have a 
drink with me. We drank what 
whiskey I had left and then we 
went to a negro bootleg joint for 
more. 
I reckon we both were 
drunk then. 
Anyway I had been 
reading about hijackings and I 
suddenly decided to rob this man.

Beale Street when the Idea came 
to me. Without thinking further 
I pulled him around and hit him 
on the Jaw with my fist. 
He 
went down like a log, it was 
awful 
cold. 
I stripped off his 


overcoat 
as he lay prone.

lust the same. 
Then I took his 


suit—It was gray and new and 
looked about my size. 
I picked 
up his hat and then took his 
shoes and his Shirt. 
"I left him lying there on the 


pavement and went home> I hid 
he clothes and got in bed. I

by then. I lay there and thought 
what I had done. I could not get

many seriously, when 


grease boiling over on a 
hot stove turned the federal 
transient bureau into a blazing 
Inferno early today. 
It was a scene o£ horror for 


the hundred odd others who es- 
caped with their livns into the 
frigid atmosphere of 
a 
March 
dawn 
on snow covered streets, 


Many only scantily clad. 


The brick walls of the build- 
Ing, 
two stories in 
front 
and 
three in the 
rear, 
were 
left 
standing but the building itself 
was gutted, the floors on which 
about 190 men had been sleeping 
falling in within a short time. 
The structure had been used as 
a furniture and a women's wear 
ehop prior to conversion for use 
as a place to take care of tran- 
sients under the federal cmer- 
, gency relief administration. 


The bodies, some of them char- 
red 
apparently beyond hope of 
recognition 
were 
carried 
to 
' Lynchburg undertaking establish- 
ments 
while the 
Injured 
were 
carried to two hospitals in every 
available 
ambulance,

Many Seriously Burned. 
One

patients had been admitted re- 
ported that possibly one-third of 
.them were seriously burned, al- 
though the full extent of the in- 
juries had not been determined 
several hours after ''the tragedy.

Grease boiling over on a hot 
stove was blamed for the fire— 
the worst remembered in Lynch- 
burg's history. William Rash, the

•when the grease boiled over on 
the stove and quickly set fire to 
the building. 
Grease Ignited.

blazed up upon touching the hot 
surface of. the stove. Immediate- 
ly the kettle was in a blaze and 
the fire, shooting upward, ignit- 
ed the wooden ceiling.

Thomas was nominated by for- 
mer GOV. Pat M, Neff. 
For years Thomas has been 
a 
leader in the Centennial move- 
ment and has advocated a wide 
scale observance in 1936 of the 
100th anniversary of Texas inde- 
pendence. He was instrumental In 
obtaining passage by the legisla- 
ture of a law 
establishing 
the 


commission 
and 
appropriating 


$100,000 to pay preliminary 
ex- 
penses. Today's session was unof- 
ficial because the law will not be- 
come operative until May 29. 
Thomas replied sharply to crit- 


icism of a provision of the law 
which provides for location of the 
Centennial in the city offering the 
largest financial inducement. The 
criticism was made in a telegram 
from H. H. Ochs of San Antonio. 
The provision wa stermed "selling 
of the Centennial to the highest 
bidder."

riotism," Thomas said. "You cant 
build an exposition on wind. You 
need money and still more money 
as those of us who have been but- 
tonholing legislators know.

kins were married in the Heid- 
ingsfelder home 18 years ago and 
the two families had been close 
friends. 
The 
veteran attorney 


represented Mrs. Pipkin in the 
divorce suit, and the $34,500 was 
the major part of the settlement 
from 
Pipkin. 


The jury was out only about 


12 hours and had deliberated but 
a small portion of that time. The 
jurors retired last night shortly 
after receiving the case. 


The first trial here last month 


ended In a hung jury, with eight 
of the jurors for conviction and 
four 
for acquittal. 
Heidingsfeld- 


er testified for more than a day 
during the previous hearing but 
did not take the stand this time. 
In his dramatic 45-mlnute ar- 
gument last night, Heidingsfelder 
asked the jury to "send me home 
to my wife." 
"God know* I am Innocent," he 


cried. Several times he wept. 
"You heard 
Mrs. Pipkin tes-

ed lawyer said. "She was right. 
She didn't get it. I was robbed."

Heidingsfelder claimed that he 
drew the money from a Houston 
bank on the Saturday before the

He said that a strang- 
er lured him to his Houston of- 
fices on Christmas day. While he 
was in his offices, an armed man 
ntered, made him open the safe 
iontalning the 345 one hundred

bills,

with the money'after forcing him 
:o drink from a bottle until he 
lost consciousness, he said.

HOPKINS STATES 
RURAL RELIEF WORK

WASHINGTON, March 33.—W) 
—Assurance that federal work re- 
lief would be provided in rural 
areas while the new administra- 
tion program was being worked 
out was given today by Harry

sons living within towns who are 
unable to obtain land or suffici-

the prevailing wago must be paid 
but that it must not be less than 
30 cents an hour. Working hours 
shall not be more than 24 a week 
Or less than 54 a month.

In the citieg Hopkins suggested

lic welfare, health and recreation 
service, and 10 per cent on emer- 
gency activities in public educa- 
tion, the arts and research.

They were backed by a limita- 
tion on debate to go into effect at 
4 p. m. today. No definite predic- 
tions were being made as to when 
a vote might be reached. A move 
to set a time failed Saturday, al- 
though -an agreement was put 
through to hold the debate to IB 
minutes per man beginning late 
this afternoon. 


Thunder-cloud* of protest, that 
let loosa rumblings Saturday whon 
the senate first began debating 
the bill, threatened again. They 
came 
largely 
from 
Republican 
areas, but Democratic «entlment 
obviously was not unanimous be- 
hind the bill. 


Majority leaders were still confi- 
dent the measure would pas/j, how- 
ever. 
The house approved It. 


Attacks thus far directed at the 


bill have repeated to a farge ex- 
tent those made against it In the 
house. These center around charg- 
es of unconstitutionally and that 
it may set a precedent for regi- 
mentation of all farm crops. 


The bill is designed to. better 
cotton prices and reduce the sur- 
plus by limiting the coming sea- 
sons crop to 10,000,000 bales and 
levying a 60 per cent of value tax 
on any production above quotas.

in the front corridor of the Cor- 
slcana high school, by Qranvllle 
Bruce, 
prominent Texas artist, 


under .the Public Works of Art 
Project, sponsored by the gov- 
ernment In its recovery program. 
The mural, which will fllf the en. 
tire space between the two au- 
ditorium doors, was begun last 
week, and Is scheduled for com- 
pletion'In between six aftd eight 
weeks. 


"No singular art project 
has 


created as much enthusiasm and 
art appreciation as the 
Public 
Works of Art Project, sponsored 
by the government, In a nation- 
wide movement to assist the art- 
ist and give the public bargains 
In art," Mr. Bruce said when in- 
terviewed.In Two Sections.

A district court decision a 'few 
years ago nullified one of the 
10 cent maintenance taxes for 
road purposes and later the com- 
missioners court declined to levy 
a county-wide 10-cent road main- 
tenance tax which had been in 
effect for some time. 


In road districts where most of 


the road bonds voted years ago 
were 
expended on state roadis, 


their road tax has been lightened 
to an appreciable extent. The Pur- 
don road district voted bonds sev- 
eral years ago, but later the bonds 
were cancelled and were thereby 
relieved of that levy. 


However, the motorists were not 


paying the four-cent state gasoline 
tax. The county did not formerly 
get the first $50,000 in auto regis- 
tration. The registrations were 
higher several years ago.

It has become a habit

tions manufacturers.

serted, were largely if not 
chiefly responsible for the 
Word war, and still are ac- 
tive in efforts to promote a 
new conflict. 
'-- -Henry Ford indorses Bo- 


rah'a views and declares

"greed for profit" »n the 
p&rt of the munition* manu- 
facturers wars will continue. 


Those who adopt this line 


bf argument apparently for- 
get that other branches of 
industry profit from wars. 
(Automobile maufact u r e r s 
'are no exception. Yet, we 
have not heard them charg- 


• ed with promoting interna- 
tional conflicts. The mak- 
ers of clothing, the produc- 
ers of food and numerous 
other 
manufacturers and 


distributors also 
profit— 


hugely. If one interest that 
makes money out of war is 
to be blamed for wars, why 
Hot blame all? 


The weakness of this ar- 


, gument is apparent. 


There were wars when 


bows and arrows were the 
only weapons, and there 
probably will be wars when 
all the present recognized 
weapons of war have been 
euperceded by more effec- 
tive ones. 


Not until human nature 


undergoes a radical change 
Svill war disappear. 


REGULATION 


Congress has before it a 


plan for regulation of inter- 
state bus and truck traffic 
by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, a form of reg- 
ulation that will come event- 
ually if not during this ses- 
sion. And yet the case made 
out argues not for bus and 
truck regulation but for less 
regulation of the railroads. 


Regulation 
has neither 


been asked nor recommend- 
ed for the protection or a'd- 
vajitage of the shipper or 
consumer, but for the pro- 
tection 
of the railroads, 


which 
have 
been 
faring 


poorly in competition with 
.these younger and less or- 
ganized carriers. The chief 
argument seems to be that 
the railroads are losing busi- 
ness because they are under 
government restraint while 
the other earners are not.

Commission was created for 
the purpose of guaranteeing 
shipper, consumer and pas- 
senger fair rates and to end 
c.utthroat and unfair com- 
petition among the roads.

THE BONUS VOTE. 


Among congressmen who 


voted for the bonus mea- 
sure are many who prob- 
ably would not go all the 
way in challenging the pres- 
ident's leadership. They re- 
alize that popular sentiment 
is with Mr. Roosevelt in his 
opposition to this raid on 
the public treasury in the 
midst of recovery efforts 
that are ^putting a tremend- 
ous strain upon the coun- 
try's finances. They have 
given the veterans one vote. 
They could say to che ex- 
soldiers they felt it would 
not be wise tp carry their 
rebellion to extreme lengths 
in view of the unsettled con- 
ditions, and hope in this way 
to retain the good will of 
the former soldiers. 


Enactment of the. bonus 


bill would be severe blow to 
recovery. This is generally 
recognized by all who have 
given the matter unpreju- 
diced thought. The presi- 
dent, in his opposition to the 
measure, has taken a popu- 
lar stand. Even should con- 
gress override his promised 
veto the soundness of his 
position will not have been 
weakened. 


Whether Mr. Roosevelt 


can prevent enactment of 
the bill is by no means 
clear. That he will not back 
down, though, or retreat 
will be the hope of all who 
are able to place public wel- 
fare first in the considera- 
tion of pubic questions. 


Full responsbility for the 


consequences, in the event 
the bill is passed, should be 
permitted to rest upon con- 
gress.

PISCATORIAL PROBLEMS 


For the federal commis- 


sion of fisheries and for all 
state fish conservation agen- 
cies life is one long dilem- 
ma. They must conserve the 
fisheries as a great natural 
resource and at the same 
time do their best to pro- 
mote an industry founded 
on their exploitation and 
serving a hundred million 
hungry people, whom cer- 
tain agencies are trying to 
make 
more 
fish-minded, 


and to promote a sport 
which makes fish conserva- 
tion possible in most states.

jectives is to encourage in 
the industry and the sports- 
man a spirit of enlightened 
self-interest.

TRAbE WAR TOUCHES 


UNITED STATES 


Trade wars, like those of 


violence, sometimes affect 
nations not directly involv- 
ed in the controversy. 


The present dispute be- 


tween France and Great 
Britain, in which each is cut- 
ting down its purchases 
from the other, threatens to 
have this effect, with the 
United States being a victim. 


One of the factors figur- 


ing as a cause in the Anglo- 
French commercial rift was 
the contention by Great 
Britain that France had giv- 
en the United States certain 
concessions which had not 
been granted Britain. The 
French came back with the 
assertion that these conces- 
sions did not represent spe- 
cial treatment accorded the 
United States but were in 
return for similar conces- 
sions made by the latter. 


To support this argument. 


France is reported recently 
to have informed the United 
States that new concessions 
of a more substantial kind 
will have to be given her if 
her concessions to this coun- 
try are to be continued.
